report of the fall was eq ual to an earth- 
quake shook. 
Immediately the assem- 
bled thousands in and out of the build- 
ings began to sway and move like the 
billows of a storm stricken sea. 
Cooler 
heads present mounted chairs and ad- 
monished the people to move away 
quietly and not become excited. 
The 
scene was appalling for a short time but 
quiet was finally-restored. The vmen < at 
work tearing down |he frail portions of 
the court house were ordered to stop 
work. 
Acting Mayor Huger says the 
rdlef oommittee is now assisting about 
one-third of Charleston's entire popu- 
lation. 
About ^5,000 have already 
reached h « ^ 
St. Michaol's church, 
the land mark of the city, which wns 
supposed to be completely wrecked, ap- 
pears to be abou the only tall structure 
which can be permitted to stand. 
^ The city appraiser 
at 
Charleston 
thinks $5,000,000 would be required to 
place the buildings in as good order as 
before the earthquakes. 
The pastors 
held service yesterday in the public 
parks, as no church was deemed safe 
enough to occupy. 
A leading citizen 
has urged Qeorge W. Ohilds to raise 
$10,000,000 as a mortgage fund to re- 
build the city.

Whether rivals like to admit it or not, as 
long as he lives, James Gr. Blaine -will Ife the 
head of the Republican party. 
He is like 
Gladstone with the Liberal party of England 
in tiiat resiKJct. Since the election of '84 he 
has been silent, finishing his book, resting and 
breathing in new nervous energy with the 
pine airs of Maine. 


But at the first gmi which sounds the not« 
of the fall ix)litical campaign in Ma'ne the 
leader must emerge from his quietude and 
open the ball. 
He has always taken part iri 
the state campaign of Maine, and he knew of 
no reason why he should not do so now. 
He 
said: 


" I know no reason why I should sit silent 
now. 
I am a citizenr of the United States, 
without office or responsibilities. 
There is 
nothing to fetter me in any waj'." 


His simple, carefully jjrepared speech at 
Bebago lake, has beyond doubt found more 
readers than any other within a yeSir. 
Mr. 
Blaine is always alive, very much alive. 
Prohibition ho considers an issue to be settled 
by each state for itself. 


One passage in the address commends itself 
to the judgment of all races and all parties. 
It is the part calling the attention of tho 
various labor organizations to the colored 
artizaiis of the .south. 
He says:

Tho great mass are, of 
coui-se, .'itill engaged in agricnltnral work, 
but thousands and tons of thousands, and in 
fact hundreds of thousands, have entered and 
are entering the 
mechanical 
and 
semi- 
mechanical field. They are making pig and 
bar iron in Tennessee and Alabama. In fact, 
they ar(> ;;-nei-al]y rutrriiig 
nii tho avenues 
and cliainii ! •; of skilled labor. 


Of coui sr th'v are underpaid. They receive 
far less than has IKJOII paid in years past to 
nortliorn mocluiTiics for similar work. 
They 
aro able to taki* no part in making laws for 
their own piotoction, and they are consequent- 
ly and inevitiibly unable to maintain a fair 
standard of wages, or to receive a fair pro- 
portion of their proiXT earnings. 
I do not 
dwell on this subject at length, though it 
could easily b • presented m aggravating de- 
tail. 
I ineiit ion it only to place it before the 
labor organizations of the north, with this 
question addressed to them: Do 3'ou suppose 
tliat you can permanently maintain in the 
northern states OTIO scale of prices, when just 
beyond an imaginary line on the south of us 
a far diiferent s<'ale of prices is paid for labor? 


HOMK AT BAR HARBOR. 


Mr. Blaine has two houses, both in Maine. 
His winter dwelling place is in Augusta, Me., 
his summer mansion, and his favorite one, is 
that in the picture, at Bar Harbor. 
Mr. 
Blaine is well off, and his houses are what 
might be oxjiected of a rich man inclined to 
generous hospitality. 
The house is a very 
large one, but it is called a cottiige in .sea- 
shore fashion. 
It >« on the crest of one of the 
highest points overlooking Frenchmen's bay. 
It is a handsome seashore house which could 
be built for §20,000. 
It is perched upon a 
rock. 
Tho roarl to the cottage winds around 
the back of a hill from Bar Harbor village up 
througli a sti-ntch of pine scrubs over a now 
made gravel road to the Vfiry crest. 


From this striking and artistic nook the 
visitor entoi-s a large square room with fur- 
nishings rich and dark. 
The woodwork is of 
oak. 
A very large oval window looks out 
upon the watt;r. 
A newspaper correspondent 
says of the view and of the life at the cottage: 


ON THE VERANDA. 


"Through this window the beauties of 
Frenchman's bay present a constantly shift- 
ing scene of color and light. 
Tho blue watei-s 
of the bay contrast sharply with tho . soft 
grayish blue line of the distant shores. 
In 
the foregroiind is the abrupt, rocky, pine-cov- 
ered Bar island. ^A wide, covered veranda 
runs around the entire side of the house upon 
the side toward the bay. 
Here during the 
morning or afternoon will always be found a 
group of visitors. 
Cottage people drop in in- 
formally, and nearly ererjr one of any promi- 


nence who come to Mt, Desert makes a jrfl- 
grimage to the Blaine house. 
The life at the 
cottage partakes of the easy informality of 
the general life at Bar Harbor. 
The visitor 
who rings the bell is quite as apt to bo met at 
the door by some riember of the family as by 
a servant. Mr. Blaine moves about the house, 
showing it with great pride to his visitors, 
chatting about the topics of the day, but rare- 
ly discussing politics unless he meets some old 
political associate who comes to talk or con- 
sult" 


Mr. Blaine looks remarkably well and in 
good spirits this summer. 
He has made a 
torge sum of money with his books. 
"Them 
that has gits, the Bible says," was a remark 
made by a certain spinster s long time ago.

The New Vessels Beinfir Built; 


In the closing hours of the late session of 
conj^ress an appropriation was made for the 
construction of four new war vessels that will 
equal in efficiency anything of their size 
afloat. So it would appem* that Uncle Sam 
is at last taking steps toward additions to his 
navy that will be war ships in fact, not tar- 
gets for the humorist's shots. 


The navy of the United States consists now 
of about 100 vessels of all classes. 
Of these 
nineteen are ironclads, five are new double 
turreted monitors, and the rest, with some 
repairs, might be made serviceable for harbor 
defense. All the other vessels are wooden 
except six- 


Tho initial ships in the new navy are the 
Dolphin, Atlanta, i^oston and Chicago. 
The 
first two are in cv nimission and the others 
will soon be finished. 


Tho four addition&i vessels authorized by 
coni;ros8 ai-e: One steel cruiser, 4,<XX) tons; 
one steel cruiser, 3,7(X> tons; one steel cruiser, 
1,700 tons; one gunboat, 870 tons. 


FOUR THOUSAND-TON STEEL CRUTSKR. 
This vessel is to be 3X0 feet long, with 49 
feet beam and a flraught of 18 feet 9 inches. 
She will have twin screws giving her a speed 
of 18 knots. 
Her coal capacity will be 850 
tons, and hor comi^lement of men will l)e ;500. 


Her main battery will consist of 12 (>-inch 
bivech-loadiug rifled caimons. The secondary 
battery will prjssess 10 pieces of revolving 
cannon, bt^idcs gatling guns. 
Tho l>attcry 
will be mounted in .spon.sons on central pivot 
carriages . supporting 
segmental shields 2 
inches in thicknass—2 under the forecastle, 2 
untU r the poop, 4 under the main bridges and 
the balani o amidships. 
Four guns will be 
able to coni-entrate within 400 feet of bow or 
stern; either broa<lsi(lo of 6 gmis will concen- 
1 rate on an object within 100 feet of the ship's 
side. 


Tili) vfssfl will bo built of steel throughout, 
having a double bottom 3 feet 3 inches in 
(h pth ninning the entire length of tho ma- 
ch ii it ry space, or 129 feet. The machinery, 
magazines, shell rooms, torpedo rooms and 
sten ing gear are placed below an armored 
deck, which is 3 inches thick on its sloping 
sides and 2 inches on the horizontal part 
amidships. 
Above this armored deck the 
entire length of the vessel runs the berth 
dock, containing tho sleeping rooms for the 
officers and men. 


Tho v essel will be provided with 6 above- 
water torj)ed(>launching tubes, also electric 
search lights and apparatus for lighting the 
ship, also a complete system of forced ventila- 
tion. 
The protective deck will be carried 
down to strengthen the ram-shaped bow, 
which will 
})e thoroughly stiffened and 
strengthened by bulkheads and breasthooks 
for ramming purposes. 
Tho hull will be sub- 
divided by foro and aft and 
athvvartship 
bulkheads into over 150 watertight compart- 
ments. 


SEVENTEKN HUNDRED-TON STEEL. CRUISER. 


This lx)at will be in many respects a coun- 
terpart of the 4,(K)0-ton cruiser, but with re- 
duced destroying jiower. 
Her length will be 
2o(J feet, beam 30 feet, draught 14 feet; twin 
screws, and a sjieed is expected of sixteen 
knots. 
Coal capacity 400 tons, complement 
of men 150. Her battery will consist of six 
6-hich brwx'h-loading rifles and six smaller 
pieces. 
Tlio engiiKis, boilers, magazines, shell 
room and ste<'ring g(iar are placed beneath a 
water-tight steiil de<-k, running the entire 
length of the vessel. Tho stem will be slightly 
ram-siiaped, and stiffened for ramming. 
The 
hull is divided nito numerous water-tight 
compartments. 
All openuigs in the water- 
tight deck to machinery and magazines are 
protecte<l by cofTer-dains. The machinery ia 
further i>rntected by a belt of coal nine feet 
in thickness, l uiming the entire length of the 
machiner\' space. 
This use of the coal in wa- 
ter-tight bulkheads, as an additional protec- 
tion to the machinery from tho shots of the 
enemy, is a novel idea, and will be made use 
of in all tho future vessels of the navy. 


EIGHT

BOAT. 


This ve.s.sel will be constructed on the com- 
posite s3-stem, viz: frames, beams, stringers 
and keelsons of .steel, with the outer planking 
and decks of wood.

The engines and boil- 
ers are place<í iK-neath a water-tight steel 
deck three-<Mghths of an inch in thickness, its 
outer edge InMng twenty-seven inches below 
the water line, rising to eight inches above at 
tho center line amidshii».

vided into numerous water-tight compart- 
ments l.y steel athwartship and fore and aft 
bulkheads, t hus localizing the damage duo to 
tho hull be ing ix)netratefl by shot or ranuning. 


Her length w ill bo but 175 feet, beam 31 
feet. drau,t:;ht 11 feet 10 inches; coal capacity 
1(X) tons. 
One Imndrerl men will be r ^ u i r e d 
to work her. 
The battery will consist of six 
guns. 


Th<> r>'niaining o'le of the four vessels 
ordered by congress will lie a duplicate of an 
h'onclad <-onstructed 
in England for the 
Japanese government, and which is consid- 
ered one of the most effective cruisers afloat. 
It will be a 3,730-ton steel cruiser, possessing 
many of the principles of the other cruisers. 
Its armament consists of two JOrinch 28-ton 
guns, two <J-pounders and twelve machine 
guns. 


It is proi)osed to get these vessels under 
headway as fast as possible. 
Their cost will 
te at least $5,000^00Q.

The Czar Arbiter of the Whole 
Country. 


LONDON, Sept. 6.—The Morning Post 
says: We greatly doubt whether Prince 
Bismarck's policy will insure the peace 
of Europe. 
Europe will have no peace 
until the wrongs Russia has inflicted 
on the rising people are avenged. What- 
ever may be the reasons which induced 
Prince Bismark to sacrifice Prince Alex- 
ander to the personal animosity of the 
Czar, we cannot believe that Europe 
will approve a policy tending to make 
the Czar arbiter of the whole continent. 


The Standard, 
commenting on Prince 
Alexander's abdication, says: We are 
convinced that Prince Bismarck will not 
succeed in averting an eventual struggle 
between Bussia and Austria. 


SOFIA, Sept. 6.—Before Prince Alex- 
ander announced his intention to quit 
the throne he received a telegram from 
Prince Bismark recommending that he 
abdicate in order to save Bulgaria. 


Prince Alexander's decision to abdi- 
cate is attributed partly to the loss of 
vigor of mind and body consequent to 
severe trials which he has undergone 
lately. 


Prince Alexander, on Saturday, pre 
sided at a meeting representing all par- 
ties in Bulgaria.
